Of About $17.000 


IN DIVER, TWO FIRES CIUSE LOSS OF 


$1700 OR IORE 


Rochester, May 21.—This city on 


Sunday 
narrowly averted a 
very 


serious 
conflagration. 
At 
4.30 


o'clock an alarm was rung in from 
box 34 for a fire in a pile of 
wood 


near the boiler house of the Keisel 
iFire Brick 'Company, about a quart- 
er of a. mile above the Union station. 


Before the department responded 


the fire had worked its way into the 
boiler room, and then there was some 
difficulty iu turning on the water at 
the hydrant, which was within fifty 
feet of the building. . Before the 
water could be turned on the fire had 
reached the main building, which is 
150 feet long, and in a short time the 
whole plant was on fire. 


Owing to the low pressure the 


water could hardly reach the second 
story window, and it was soon seen 
that nothing could be saved. 
The 


firemen then gave their attention to 
the adjoining buildings and a large 
lumber yard in the immediate vicin- 
ity. 


Panned by the strong west 
-wind 


the flames and sparks extended over 
a large territory. Soon the buildings 
of Mrs.

street, the bottling shop of P. 
Gas- 


sidy on Signal street, the residence of 
Truman R. Rollins of Morton avenue 
and the double tenement house 
on

owned by

flames. 


All of the fires were extinguished 


with slight damage except the latter 
buildings, of which the 
roof 
iwas 


burned 
with a loss of $1000. 
The 


i loss of the Keise! Fire Brick Com- 
pany will be complete, estimated at 
$15,000, with an insurance of $6000. 


John Gillihane was asleep in the 


Fire Brick Company's building and 
narrowly escaped 
death 
'from 
the 


flames. 
He made his escape 
from 


the second 
story 
window, 
falling 


through ihe first roof into the flames, 
and was rescued by Cliark'S Woods. 
His hair was burned off and he was 
badly cut about ihe face, 
and last 


night was in a precarious condition. 


The fire was favored by the wind, 


and had it been from a different di- 
rection the eastern part of the city 
would have undoubtedly been wiped 
out. 


Dover Suffers, Too. 


Dover, May 21.—The Dover 
fire 


department had a lively battle with 
a blaze about 5.30 o'clock on Sunday 
afternoon, when the L. of a. dwelling 
house and a barn on Grove street 
•nere destroyed. 


The fire started in the L of the set 


of buildings and before it -was dis- 
covered1 had eaten its way onto the 
roof. The fire spread rapidly, and 
when the firemen aa-rived it was a 
hard struggle to keep the blaze from 
destroying the house. 


The buildings were owned by Pat- 


rick Devlin and were occupied by a 
man named Sheehan and family. The 
loss will amount to $1500. 


The sheds and hen houses in the 


rear of the old Hathaway house on 
the Dover^Somersworth 
road 
were 


destroyed by fire about 9.30 o'clock 
on Sunday evening, and the loss will 
amount to about $200. 


It is thought that the buildings 


were set on fire by two drunken men. 
who had been seen 
hanging 
about

While the double 
catastrophe 
of 


earthquake and 'fire wliich has over- 
whelmed San Francisco 
is 
terrible 


enough, and while it is 
quite true 


that you in the East cannot imagine 
it—because even we who are on the 
ground feel that our own minds are 
powerless to grasp the whole, yet it 
is annoying to have those who pro- 
fess 
to 
have been present 
send 


abroad such unreliable statements as 
So many do. 


At first, it was, perhaps, to have 


been expected, and the lurid imagin- 
ations which pictured a tidal wave 
overwhelming the city and sweeping 
thousands 
into 
the ocean, or 
the 


earth opening and 
swallowing up 


whole streets were probably quickly 
discounted by 
saner 
minds. 
But 


even now. weeks after 
the 
event, 


some people cannot be persuaded that 
tho sober facts are bad enough and 
must needs add unnecessary horrojrs. 


For example, 
one 
correspondent 


sa,ys: "Last night the elements of 
Heaven let forth in fearful violence, 
thunder and lightning, rain falling in 
torrents, with a gale of wind 
from 


the ocean 
'beating' 
upon 
all 
the 


thousands 
huddled 
together," 
etc. 


What really occurred was a 
smart 


shower of wind and 
rain, with 
no 


thunder, lightning: nor 
hail: 
which 


made the homeless one more comfort- 
less for the time, to be sure, but 
which was of immense benefit to the 
sanitary condition of the city, clear- 
ing the air and the sewers and driv- 
ing of miarsma. 


(Again, one says, "Yesterday (that 


is April 22, four days after the earth- 
quake) they began to gather up tho 
dead, lying in the streets since Wed- 
nesday last. In one place, 3GO bodies 
were found cremated, no names, no 
friends. 
I think many thousands 


will never be found." 


The process or gathering up the 


dead began immediately, long before 
the fire swept over the 
ruins. 
In 


clearing away the debris since, al- 
most no bodies have been found. The 
official 
record reaches little over 


300, and on all hands it is agreed 


thai &00 mil fully cover all loss of 
!i.' •; a remarkably small number un- 
Ider ih«- circumstances. 
And the 


j larger part of th**.e have been iden- 
lined. Of course, there was a large 
number of more or less severe in- 
juries. 


The streets are not "like waves of 


the 
sea." 
One street, Valencia, 


which was built over an old 
creek, 


sunk in places and the Valencia Ho- 
tel, built upon it. fell through nearly 
two stories, causing considerable loss 
of life. 


Tn one or two other places toward 


the water front, all on made land, 
similar 
depressions 
occurred—nota- 


bly near the 
new 
nostoffiee. 
This 


structure was built over a filled in 
quagmire and at the time many ob- 
jections were raised against the site. 
The building itself resisted the shock 
bravely, but there is a curious depres- 
sion in the ground at one corner. 


In fact, it cannot be too 
strongly 


reiterated, that but for the 
fearful 


conflagration" 
which 
followed 
the 


earthquake, San Francisco wo-nld now 
be going on almost like its old self. 


But the unkindest story of all is 


where our brave soldiers of the reg- 
ular army are slandered. 
''I think a 


lot of people have been brutally shot. 
The regulars are all too ready to 
shoot on the slightest provocation." 
The regulars killed just two men. An 
excited citizens' patrol shot another 
—the most lamented 
event 
of the 


whole campaign. 
What the 
army 


under Gen. Funston and Gen. Gree- 
ley, both officers and privtaes and 
marines did on those terrible three 
days and nights can never be told; 
if it could it would rival any stories 
of vaior and endurance in the fiercest 
war. 


The city was put 
under martial 


law- and thus saved from possible un- 
told horrors of violence and robbery. 
But not only as guardians of the 
peace; they worked at fire fighting, 
dynamiting, saving life, helping the 
injured, succoring the helpless, con- 
controlling crowds of foreigns mad- 
dened 
with 
fear, often lor forty- 


eight hours at a time without sleep 
or rest, almost -without food, till they 
dropped exhausted. Had it not been 
for the federal troops at the 'Presidio 
and the fortifications, San Francisco 
would have had. a far sadder tale to 
tell. 


I am not saying that the soldiers 


did it all. 
-Everyone worked: togeth- 


er. 
All disagreements were forgot- 


ten, all jealousy put aside. After the 
'first-few-hours-of—berror and dismay, 
one cry of courage, cheerfulness and 
helpfulness arose. 
God bless San 


Francisco and her brave and cheer- 
ful citizens, God bless the army for 
its wonderful labors in peace; God 
bless all in every part of the country 
and the world1 who have come to the 
help of the stricken city. 
And all 


the people shall say Amen!

Washington, D. C-, May 
20.— 


•'Should war break out within the 
next few years, the condition of 
the navy will be such as to lead 
to disaster." 


Such is the prediction made by 


Rear [Admiral Mason, chief of the 
bureau of ordnance, navy depart- 
ment, in a statement to the sec- 
retary of the navy. 


•Rear Admiral Mason's 
statement 


calls attention to the reduction in the 
estimates of the bureau of ordnance, 
made by the department 
and 
the 


House committee on naval affairs. 


Admiral Mason shows that 
more 


than $12.CWO,Gfl<) has been cur out o! 
the estimates, and he describes the 
condition of the 
bureau 
as 
"little 


short of desperate" for 
the 
coming 


yeas. He says there is not now and 
Tf5Il not be any reserve ammunition 
available lor any of the 
important 


guns. It will be necessary probably 
"to discontinue target practice, and 
new shops must be sent into commis- 
sion -without ammunition or reserve 
lines on hand and range finders, and 
the money to buy them is lacking. 


A-fter pointing out that Congress 


provides for increases in the 
navy 


without making provision for 
addi- 


tional ordnance and ordnance stores, 
Admiral Mason says: 


- "The evil effects of this practice 
are accumulative, and the resulting 
lack of efficency has been increasing 
steadily for the last few years, until 
toflay the situation is so serious that 
the .bureau believes that it would be 
guilty of the gravest dereliction in 
the performance of its duty to the 
people, to Congress and to the depart 
mentd id it not. with the utmost re- 
spect^ but In plain and unmistakable 
language, place itself on record a" 
having laid the actual facts as they 
wdst before those who are in a po- 
sition to ameliorate the 
very dan- 


gerous conditions which now exist."

Eczema can, even when inherited, be 


controlled by attention to the general 
principles of health—cleanliness, exer- 
cise, proper diet, clothing and ventila- 
tion. Eczema patients, old and young, 
should never use stimulants iu any 
form. 
They should take daily baths 


and be most particular as to the regu- 
larity of all important bodily functions. 
Occasional doses of mild saline aperi- 
ents, such as cream tartar, phosphate 
of soda or the old fashioned remedy of 
lac sulphur and cream tartar, mixed in 
equal quantities, with enough molasses 
to form a creamy paste and taken 
three times a day for ten days running, 
then omitted until again required, will 
be found of wonderful benefit. Let the 
patient drink freely of lemonade and 
avoid salt meats, pork in any form, 
and live upon a diet of fruits, red 
meats and antiscorbutic vegetables. 


Many people are particularly suscep- 


tible to shellfish, aud a case of eczema 
sometimes follows the eating of lobster 
repeatedly. Strawberries will also pro- 
duce this effect frequently. 
Vigorous 


exercise will often, by inducing excess- 
ive perspiration, act as a curative for 
eczema, particularly when combiued 
with the use of a harmless external 
application. Sulphur baths are effica- 
cious for most skin diseases. If possi- 
ble, it is well to take them in an estab- 
lished bath house, but they may be pre- 
pared at home as follows: To each ten 
gallons of water add un ounce of sul- 
puurc't of potassium, or to each fifteen 
gallons of water add an ounce of sui- 
phuret of culciuui. Where there is itch- 
iiicr and the eruption seems virulent the 
sulphur bath is excellent as a prelimi- 
nary treatment.

OVER GREAT BRITAIN.

When a farm servant iu Perthshire 


and other parts of Scotland I* oe«kiii£ 
a u*w situation he doesn't advertise* iu 
Uic local newspaper or even apply to 
fanner* iu the uoitfborhood. He just 
waits for "feeing" day. as the market 
at Lady day and Michaelmas is called. 
Then, with u wi*p of straw either be- 
tween his teeth or in' his hat, he strolls 
up and down the market place. 


That pietx- of straw serves the pur- 


pose of a sandwich board. Without a 
word being uttered, it is a sufficient iu- 
tiiuatiou that its bearer is a plowman. 
stableman or other farm worker and is 
seeking employment with a new mas- 
ter. A sJkiilar custom still prevails in 
the north of England and iu some parts 
of Ireland. 


Straw as a sign that certain things 


are "for sale" is frequently used. 
Plaited into a horse's tail, with the cud 
curled up. it has such a meaning, but 
when the plait is partly unwound and 
allowed to hang downward it denotes 
that the horse has recently changed 
ownership. 


A wisp of straw fastened to the 


mainmast of ft fishing boat or a pleas- 
ure yacht in many districts is a sign 
that its owner is desirous of selling it- 
On the Thames watermen place straw 
In the sterns of their craft for sale. 


Dealers in fowls and eggs In the 


north of Ireland k^uow without any 
waste of time whether farmers have 
any of the prodXice they seek to buy. 
Farmers having these for sale erect a 
pole, with straw tied to its top, on their 
grounds as near as possible to :x public 
road. Cheeses when sold at Chester's 
and other cheese fairs can Instantly be 
detected by the handful of straw on 
top of them. 


An even more popular use for straw- 


is as a warning of danger. When 
bridges are being repaired it is custom- 
ary to hang a bundle of straw from an 
arch so that those passing beneath it 
shall be warned against falling bricks 
and such like debris. 


A few wisps tied to n horse's tail de- 


notes that it Is a '•kicker," while straw 
for the same purpose is tied to its stall 
post in the stable. To warn pedestrians 
who would cross a pathway running 
through their fields that a vicious bull 
is grazing there, Kent farmers fasten 
a bundle of straw to the gate leading 
to it. Some farmers also give further 
warning by tying straw to the horns of 
the bad tempered animal. 


Tramps in the south of Ireland fight 


shy of entering farmyards whose gates 
are adorned with wisps of straw. It is 
sufficient notice that fierce watchdogs 
are kept for tramps and trespassers. 
As a warning to skaters in the Fen dis- 
tricts straw is strewn about broken 
and dangerous ice, and should there be 
any holes in its otherwise sound sur- 
face these are marked by straw being 
Btuck lengthwise into them. 


Loudouers 
frequently 
meet 
with 


straw as a sign of warning. When 
wood paving is being repaired or the 
pathway is being dug up for any pur- 
pose iron rods to which a rope is at- 
tached mark off the dangerous area. 
Very often a wisp of straw is fastened 
to each rod as a further precaution to 
pedestrians. Without the straw, if the 
background were dark and the day 
were dull, shortsighted and absent- 
minded people might not be aware of 
their danger till the ropes wore reach- 
ed. Straw, too, is frequently hung out- 
side a warehouse to denote that the 
crane is being used and to so warn 
passorsby. 


Huntsmen in the home counties know 


directly they see straw tied to the top 
of a tall red pole to " 'ware barbed 
wire." To warn hunting parties off 
fields newly sown with wheat or clover 
roots it is customary also with farm- 
ers in central and northern England to 
bind bundles of straw to their fences 
and hedges. 


During the shooting season on the 


big Yorkshire moors tall sticks are 
placed at intervals along the pathways 
that traverse the gorse and ling and 
decorated with wisps of straw. It is a 
warning to the peasantry that the 
"sporting gentry" are out shooting arid 
that there is danger iu crossing these 
particular paths. 
Miners frequently 


warn their comrade? of dangerous 
parts of the workings by throwing 
straw about the ground. 


In Germany workmen repairing the 


roofs of houses hang a bundle of straw 
from the top window as a danger sig- 
nal to passersby, while bricklayers In 
Norway and Denmark tie a similar 
bundle to the top of a scaffold pole to 
signify that the chimney pots are sot 
and their work is finished. In this 
country it is customary in fixing firo- 
plncos In new houses to place straw 
within the grate. This denotes that 
the masonry is not sufficiently dry to 
withstand the heat of a fire. 


A bundle of straw left In n field In 


Sussex Is a sign that the gleaners nro 
not yet allowed to Rather the corn left 
by the reapers. When wheat is being 
sown, n stick orowned with straw is 
put up at each end of the field in order 
to guide the sower and prevent him 
going twice over the same ground. 
Tied to hedges and fences, straw Is yet 
ngain used by surveyor* as a guide In 
measuring allotments. 


To denote when roads which are the 


property of the crown are closed 'to 
vehicular truffle large bundles of strnw 
nro suspended nt onch end of the thor- 
oiiKhfnro, Fastened to a polo stnek In 
n newly sown flold, a bundle of atrnw 
nerves as n acnrocrow. Secured to tho 
roof of n farmhouse In ninny parts of 
Ireland, It la an Invitation to pasacnby 
to enter and drink the health of tlm 
brtdw and bridegroom who art within, 


uid \vlfu litrewii thickly across the j 
street, so that the noise of traffic U ; 
deadened, it denotes, as U well kuovvu. ' 
that a person Is lying dangerously ill 
iu its vicinity. Iu the west of l£uglaud 
neighbors show tlu-ir disgust of wife 
beaters by tying straw to the door han- 
dles of the houses Iu which such cruel 
iiusbauds live. 


The driver of the tirst caravan of a 


traveling 
circus 
inevitably 
throws 


straw out at intervals so that those 
following behind shall know which 
path he has taken. Similarly, when au 
army is marching to action the ad- 
vance scouts, provided with bundles of 
Straw, fasten u buiu-li at each turning, 
or a little way down the road, so that 
the officers iu charge may know for a 
certainly the route their scouts have 
taken. 


Despite the invention of knitting ma- 


chines, many elderly women iu the 
north of Ireland still carry wisps of 
Straw stack into their belts. These 
form sheaths for their knitting needles, 
and are a further sign to all and suu- 
dry that their wearer is willing to make 
knitted goods'to order. 


Even policemen on night duty use 


straw, especially where there are many 
warehouses and otiices upon their 
lieats. 
Providing 
themselves 
with 


straws alxnit a foot long, many con- 
stables place one immediately beneath 
a door, between a sratc. and a post, and 
in other places. If the straws have 
been disturbed or crushed, they know 
at once that there is need for investi- 
gation into the causes. This simple 
trick has been the downfall of not a 
few 
clever housebreakers. — London

HEAVY BRAINS. 


Sot 


RUe of Real 
Extnle 


1'rU-cn Iu Till* Country. 


To those who are skeptical of the 


wisdom of investing money in real es- 
tate there are numerous instances of 
cities where every inch of land is of 
great value which have been built upon 
sites formerly sold for little or even 
given away. The United States and 
Canada are rich in such examples. 
Canada especially has been the scene 
of great bargains in land. During the 
tirst years of its history James I. made 
a free gift of the whole of Canada, to- 
gether with Newfoundland and Nova 
Scotia, to the famous Lord Stirling. 
Some 200 years later a member of the 
suit of the governor of the colony was 
granted 100,000 acres of laud by "Wil- 
liam IV. Later this was increased by 
the addition of 500,000 acres. 
Sixty 


years later a Canadian laud company 
was given 8,000,000 acres, 2,000.000 be- 
ing paid for at the rate of GO cents an 
acre aud the rest a free gift. As late 
as 1SSO the Canadian government actu- 
ally made the Scotch-Canadian com- 
pany a present of $2,500,000 in cash as 
a bonus, with a free grant of 25,000,000 
acres. As there were many conditions 
as to the development of the territory 
in the terms of the grant the bargain 
was not so one sided as It at first ap- 
pears. 


Every one knows that the whole of 


Manhattan Island was sold by the In- 
dians for ?2-l. 
Yet a plot of ground 


which was once a farm and was grant- 
ed aud still belongs to Trinity church 
yields a yearly income of $10,000,000. 


Pennsylvania, the second most popu- 


lous state in America, containing scores 
of prosperous cities, has an area of 
about 43,000 square miles. This tract 
of hmd~\Vas given over to 'William 
Penn iu settlement of a comparatively 
trifling debt wlikh Charles II. owed to 
Feun's father and which he found him- 
self disinclined or unable to pay in 
cash. 


The same improvident king was the 


one who rented 2,700,000 square miles 
of tho land about Hudson bay for a 
yearly rental of two beavers and two 
elk per annum. This has proved to be 
o;ie of the best speculations in land on 
jrccord. Some 200 years after the deal 
'the company of owners sold tho major 
part of this vast territory to the Cana- 
dian federation for $2,500,000. aud in 
the meantime It had been bringing In 
an average income of $500,000 a year. 


Less than 300 years ago the present 


Bite of Liverpool was sold for $2.250 
by a small London syndicate, who bad 
bought it from Charles I, for even less. 


Tho site of Johannesburg aud most 


of its gold mines, which are said to 
contain over $1-1,000,000,000 worth of 
tho precious metal, were sold less than 
thirty years ago to au Englishman 
named Pratt for the sum of $1.500. In 
spite of its cheapness it was a bad 
bargain for him, for because of his 
activity in the first Boer war bis prop- 
erty was confiscated and he was driv- 
en to England In a penniless state.— 
New York Herald.

It 
lias long lieeu known that the distin- 
guishing character of the human brain 
Is the large number of couuectius 
fibers, by which its cells are <-o-ordi- 
uau-d. Iu no other *jR-<-ies are they 
so numerous or «-«!;i]iii<-aied. Tin- cells 
constitute li.a a .»•:.. .v.nal! pan of the 
weight. There is nw\v considerable evi- 
dence that UK- same rule applies amoiyi 
individual men. and that those of great 
intelligence havi- more connections, so 
Uiai tiieir coils can do more ami bettc-i 
"team work." 


Some investigations have shown the 


corpus oallosum to have a large cross 
section iu men who had shown great 
ability. It is also known that the 
brains of able men are likely to pre- 
vent more convolutions and deeper 
ones than the average, as though there 
were more brain cells as well as more 
connections. 
A few observations in 


the lower races point to the fact that 
their brains are essentially different in 
microscopic organizations, partly ac- 
counting for less intelligence. All thest« 
facts will fully explain why men of in, 
telligeuce in the higher races may have 
brains not notably heavy, but they do 
not disprove the general statement 
that as a class such men do possess 
brains heavier than the average. 


The mistake arises from the failure 


to recognize that noted men who have 
shown intellectual power not infre- 
quently were sharply limited to one or 
two directions, being very defective In 
other directions. 
Blind Tom is an 


Idiot, in fact— an extreme case of what 
is quite common. At the other extreme 
was Gambetta, who was not much 
more than an orator, whose cerebral 
speech centers were found to be high- 
ly developed. The rest of his brain 
was small, and his general intellectual 
power and judgments were decidedly 
defective. Ability in one or two lines 
may make a man famous., while he is 
really very defective and his brain 
proves to be small. 


Heavy brains are not necessarily in- 


tellectual ones or elephants would be 
in the class of geuin&es. The material 
might also be pathologic and the pos- 
sessor an imbecile. It often happens 
that men of big brain and great ability 
suffer from early neglect and are found 
in lowly employments or may remain 
ignorant through life. These few facts 
do not prove that large brains are 
worthless and not indicative of mental 
power as a rule. We cannot get away 
from the fact that man as an animal is 
supreme because of his large brain; 
that among races the brainiest are the 
highest and that in any one race the 
most intelligent, as a rule, are those 
wbo have the most brains. 


Men of small brains are not the lead- 


ers, aud no statistics of the brain 
weights of a few exceptional men 
noted for limited abilities can reverse 
the rule 
Universities do not create 


brains, but merely train what exist, so 
that the owners are better fitted for 
the battle of life. Many a man is sent 
to college who should be handling a 
pick and shovel, and he never amounts 
to much, even though he subsequently 
makes his living at some very limited 
specialty.— American Medicine.

There are words all frequently use 


whose histories and derivations are 
quaint and pn-uliar. The schooner is 
comparatively A modern craft aud 5s a 
product of Yankee ingenuity. A bluff 
old New Kugland skipper. Captain An- 
drew liobin.soi). who probably brought 
more slaves lo the colonies than ino- 
litsse.s and oilier common i in por bilious, 
one day c»me to (he conclusion that he 
could rig a boat that would be an im- 
provement on the craft then In use for 
coastwise shipping. Being supersti- 
tious, as most seafaring people are. he 
determined to let elm nee name his new 
boat. There were many &pcctaturs at 
the launching, some shaking their 
heads dubiously, others ridiculing and 
then others believing in the invention 
of the old captain. As the boat left the 
stays she plunged her nose into the 
water, came up again like u cork and 
skimmed over the water like a bird. 
A burst of admiration broke from the 
crowd, and one of the onlookers ex- 
claimed, "See how she schooiis!" Cap- 
tain Kobinson, reverently taking the 
cue, said, ''Then scoouer let her be!" 
and ''scooner" she has been ever since, 
with the exception of the letter "h," 
whic-h generally manages somehow to 
get into words where it is not needed. 


Another curious word which has a 


significant and historical origin is sil- 
houette. Although this word is some- 
what un-English, still it comes under 
the general appropriation which the 
English speaking people made of ev- 
erything that would serve them. One 
Silhouette was minister of state of 
France in 1850, a critical period with 
that country financially, which came 
near culminating in national bank- 
ruptcy. 
Silhouette is represented as 


being a very wise and sagacious man, 
and in politics be would now be termed 
a "reformer." 


Silhouette and his doctrines became 


the butt of all the wits of Paris, aud 
many a jest was perpetrated on the 
minister of state under the very nose 
of Silhouette. With serious faces, but 
laughing inwardly, persons wore short 
coats without sleeves, aud many oilier 
extravagances of a like nature were 
committed, among which was one of 
particular note which created a great 
deal of merriment at the time—in fact 
so much so that it has boon handed 
down to us together with the name of 
the great reformer as being the climax 
of the pranks of the Parisian wits. All 
of the portraits were made iu black to 
represent a.profile of the face and bust 
similar to a shadow cast upon a white 
paper by the aid of a strong light. 


The youth speaks of going to his 


"haberdasher." This word is among 
that class that owe their origin to one 
of the most common of sources—viz, 
corruption. The small shopkeepers of 
Germany had a custom in past ages of 
standing iu the doors of their shops 
and inviting an inspection of their 
wares. Their common salutation to ev- 
ery passerby who had the appearance 
of being in the least susceptible was, 
"Ilabt ihr das. herri" (Have you this. 
sir?") which was, one may readily im- 
agine, corrupted into "haberdasher" by 
rapid and constant repetition. 


Another word, '•exchequer,"' has a 


peculiar derivation. In the time of the 
old Normans there was established a 
court of equity, or claims, before which 
were settled the claims of the king up- 
on the people, the claims of the people 
upon the king and tho claims of the 
people upon the people. Before the 
judge or presiding officer of this court 
was a table, upon which was a check- 
ered cloth similar to a chessboard, 
which was used as an assistant in 
counting, and to observe this court in 
session it had the appearance of a 
game of checkers, and so by common 
usage it became the court of ex- 
chequer. 


Tho word "quiz" is purely an acci- 


dent, or, more properly speaking, the 
result of an Irishman's joke, aud in 
reality has uo moaning. A wager was 
made between some students of an old 
university that one of them could not 
invent a new word which in twenty- 
four hours would be the talk of all 
Dublin. There was much laughter at 
the expense of the would be coiner of 
tho new word, but next morning upon 
rising the new word was at the ex- 
pense of the scoffers, for the letters 
q u i z were posted on every wall and 
available space iu Dublin, nnd thus 
the word became the talk of the town 
and has since remained exactly what 
it was when it was invented—a riddle. 


There is a word In our language 


which, correctly speaking, moans noth- 
ing whatever, although its relative 
meaning is familiar and dear to all. 
Who is there in whom the word '-lulla- 
by" does not stir some of the tenderest 
anil dearest recollections? This word 
"lullaby" comes to us in sweet con- 
trast as a myth from the starry plains 
of Arabia, polished and rounded by 
the roll of the eternal ages. As a con- 
sequence of Lllith, Adam's consort, 
forming an alliance with the evil spirit, 
and thus falling from grace, in the 
course of time the name Wlith became 
(treaded, and innny fearful deeds were 
attributed to her, so much so the Ara- 
bian mother never dare leave her slum- 
bering 
child 
without 
commanding 


Lllith to be gone and to do the little 
one no hnnu. The Arabic phrase in- j 
ynrlably used had the sound of "Lllith 
a by." As time progressed this was 
taken up and made tho burden of tho 
crooning, drowsy humming* of a 
mother singing her bnby to sleep nnd 
lin« finally come down to ns as the 
sweet,

The moving of soil by water is not 


oomincd to large streams, as many 
farmers know to their sorrow. Every 
tiny rill trickling dotvu the slope car- 
ries off KOUIC of the finest aud richest 
soil on the farm. After a heavy rain 
tin- spring is tiuily and the puddles in 
the hollows are muddy with it. The 
deep furrows left up aud down tliu 
slui»e by the cultivator teeth become 
uiiniaturo water courses, ami the tric- 
kling water exacts a tribute of rich soil 
before it join* the large rill by the 
road. Tile M>J! of the cornfield that 
was left bare all winter has lost some 
Of its IM-M loam \>\ planting time. 
<<ullie^ :ipiH-:ir on the. farm here ami 
there. widening and deepening after 
every ruin. The soil ou the knolls and 
hillsides becomes thin and yellow, for 
the rk-h black surface part of it bus 
hurried off to help build up some excel- 
lent farming laud about ten miles 
downstream. 


After a heavy rain the fanner can 


see the best part of bis soil creeping, 
running, racing away from him. A 
thousand murky rills slowly meander 
across bis plowed ground and gather 
forces in the hollows. A hundred tur- 
bid rivulets pour down the hollows and 
join the water in the gulch. A dozen 
muddy brooklets rush down the gulch, 
swell the brook into a. creek and race 
downstream, bearing away tons of 
the rich silt and loam that uake plants 
grow. When the rain is over and the 
soaked soil has dried Out enough to 
till, there are gravelly places that the 
farmer finds it bard to make pro- 
ductive, and rocks are exposed th.it 
have never been above the surface be- 
fore. 


Unchecked erosion has ruined many 


farms aud seriously hurt many others. 
Thousands of acres of valuable farm- 
ing land, particularly the red clay soils 
of the south and the loose, shaly soils 
of the north, are gouged and gnilicd 
every yf:ir until Ihey become practical- 
ly valueless for cropping. I have soon 
many hundreds of acres ruined by 
washing in the Carolinas, Tennessee 
and Georgia. On 1110*1 farms, however. 
the loss is le^s lonspienous and more 
insidious. Every farm that has an ir- 
regularity of surface, however slight, 
pays tribute to the force that does 
more leveling in an hour than all the 
patent leveling machines have ever 
done or ever will do. 


A very important problem for the 


farm owner to consider is how to check 
erosion cheaply and effectively. 
The 


plan that will be most successful de- 
pends upon the locality, the lay ot the 
land, the kind of soil, the crop and 
many other local matters. In extreme 
cases it has been found necessary to 
retain wooded areas running across the 
slopes that are subject to washing and 
otherwise disposed so as to prevent the 
gathering of water. The water course 
should be looked to carefully. A little 
work directing streamlets into legiti- 
mate channels is time well spent. There 
are various methods of holding the soil 
with plants. A cover crop of rye, clo- 
ver, vetch, etc., sown in the orchard 
or cornfield in late summer may do 
much to prevent surface washing dur- 
ing the winter. Steep banks may be 
held with quack grass; slopes may be 
put into meadows. Cultivating across 
the slopes instead of up aud down will 
save many tiny leaks that amount to a 
serious loss in some cases. Many other 
methods of checking erosion will sug- 
gest themselves to the man who has 
this problem to solve, nnd the methods 
born of personal need and local expe- 
rience are apt to be most efficient. 


Tho loss by erosion is, I believe, one 


of the largest leaks on American farms 
today. It is bound to increase as our 
wooded area decreases. This loss can- 
not be entirely prevented, as long as 
the rain falls upon land that is not per- 
fectly level. But a large p.art of it can 
be prevented. How to do this is worth 
considering by every man who has the 
problem on his hands.— Country Life In 
America.
